the protection of the vessels and the 
lives of the persons on board." 


The notification, It is expected, will 


be sent to Germany by the Swiss le- 
gation. No obstacle will be placed In 
the way of such action. Whether neu- 
tral governments will admit American 
armed ships to their ports is for them 
to decide, but It is not expected ob- 
jections will be made. Holland is the 
only neutral.which has barred armed 
merchantmen. 


State department officials did no! 


wish to say whether it was mandatory 
for American vessels to have arms, or 
whether they might sail without them 
if they desired. Previously, the navy 
department also had refused a ruling 


The navy department's position ia 


that it will equip with arms all ships 
whose owners apply to ft. 


The work of arming merchant shlpa 


bezun, the situation passes Into a new 
period of waiting. Within a few days 
at most the first of these armed ves- 
sels will sail for the restricted area. 
Within ten days thereafter, the flrsf 
news of that vessel will be known to 
the public. 


In nn encounter with a submarine 


the odds are In favor of the merchant 
man with her powerful guns, and it 
may mean disaster to the submarine. 
But if the first vessel arrives without 
JncHent In a British port. It will mean 
simply that other American vessels 
similarly armed will go over the same 
route. 


Whether an American merchantman 


or a German subrmrine suffers" fl-st, 
the result will be the same. From the 
point of view of Germany at least, war 
will exist from that day, and opera- 
tions of submarines from that day will 
be strictly on a war basis.

No obstacle will be placed in 
the way of such action. W hether neu­ 
tral governments will admit American 
armed ships to their ports is for them 
to decide, but it is not expected ob­ 
jections will bo made. 
Holland is the 
only neutral*which has barred armed 
merchantmen. 
Rtato departm ent officials did not 
wish to say whether it was mandatory 
for American vessels to have arms, or 
whether they might <*ail without them 
If thf»y desired. 
Previously, the navy 
department also had refused a ruling 
The navy department's position la 
that It will equip with arms all ships 
whose ownors apply to it.

What Kind and How Much Are the 


Real Considerations That Must 


Be Studied by the Wise 


Parent.

O 


NE does not need to be very old 
to recall the days when all chil- 


dren were well-behaved and respectful 
to their elders. And those of us who 
are too young to remember the good 
old days can get from European visi- 
tors the assurance that American chil- 
dren are, on the whole, altogether too 
free in their speech. Indeed, our vis- 
itors from abroad are more frequently 
shocked by the "impudence" of our 
children than they are impressed by 
the height of our buildings. 


It must be admitted that our chil- 


dren are rather outspoken. In our re- 
action against the crushing restraints 
of puritanism, we have no doubt gone 
too far. And in rejecting the old stand- 
ards of human and child conduct we 
have too frequently failed to establish 
definite standards of our own. But we 
are not compelled to choose between 
disrespect and lawlessness on the one 
hand, and repression and hypocrisy on 
the other. Children must have free- 
dom, but they can and should be taught 
to speak in a more respectful and 
mannerly fashion. 


A great deal of what older people 


resent as "impudence" is really\not of- 


yon'l the point where they can be safe- 
ly suppressed it Is better that we know 
just what the children feel. Occasion- 
al expressions of il) will or of irrever- 
ence may be taken as the occasion for 
a claring up the moral atmosphere. 
Talking a situation over with the child 
will often bring to the surface linger- 
ing shreds of spite or bitterness. These 
gnawing and growing usually only 
where the children are fairly free to 
give expression to their feelings, re- 
strained only by what they learn of 
genuine respect and courtesy. 


In many cases what appears as Dis- 


respect or worse is merely an indica- 
tion of ignorance or crudeness. This 
was illustrated by a little boy of four, 
whose violent jumping on a rickety 
stair was interrupted by his cautious 
grandmother. When the old lady's back 
was turned the child whispered to his 
brother, "Don't you wish she was 
dead?" This was a scandalous thing 
to hear, and under other circum- 
stances a child saying anything like 
that would have been mercilessly 
chastised. 
But in this case, as in 


many others, there was neither malice

Whether the undesirable modes of 


expression that we commonly call im- 
pudence are the results of imitating 
bad models, or the results of unre- 
strained freedom of expression, our 
remedies are not to be sought in en- 
forced silence. 
It is well for us to 


know first of all what the sources of 
the impudence are, and then deal with 
these. We cannot always regulate in 
advance the language and manners of 
the associates of our children, but we 
can do a great deal to make the home 
impressions what they ought to be. 
And it is better for us to know just 
what the children think and feel and 
improve their thoughts and feelings 
than to foster hatred and hypocrisy 
under the cloak of decorum.

NE doos not need to be very old 
to recall the days when all chil­ 
dren wore well-behaved and respectful 
to their elders. And those of us who 
are too young to remember tho good 
old days can got from European visi­ 
tors the assurance that American chil­ 
dren are, on the whole, altogether loo 
free in their speech. Indeed, our vis­ 
itors from abroad are more frequently 
shocked by the “Impudence” of our 
children than they are impressed by 
the height of our buildings. 
It must be admitted that our chil­ 
dren are rather outspoken. In our re­ 
action against the crushing restraints 
of Puritanism, we have no doubt gone 
too far. And in rejecting the old stand­ 
ards of human and child conduct wo 
have too freq^ienjLly failed to establish 
definite standards of our own. But wo 
are not compelled to choose betwPen 
disrespect and lawle.ssne.sa on the one 
hand, and repression and hypocrisy on 
the other. 
Children must have free­ 
dom, but they can and should be taught 
to speak in a more r«spectful and 
mannerly fashion. 
A great deal of what older people 
resent as “lmpud(»nce” is really\not of­ 
fensive in spirit, but when tho shock­ 
ing word is spoken it is not always ac­ 
companied by its own explanation. It 
is necessary for older people to luider- 
stand what goes on in the child’s mind, 
instead of waiting for the child to 
j make th(» explanation. There are three 
‘ conunon sources of “impudence” that 
we can learn to understand and to 
treat. Children unconsciously imitate 
the tones and expressions that they 
I hear at home or among their associ­ 
ates. If a child is often scolded and 
reproved in coarse terms, we should 
not expect him to use gentle and re­ 
fined speech in situations that call 
forth his critical and resentful spirit. 
We are outrag’^d on hearing a young 
miss say to her father: 
“You were 
Ci*azy to go out without your umbrel­ 
la ; you might have seen it would 
rain.” But it does not take us long to 
find out that the child is" using the 
friendly and conventional language of 


yond tho point whore they c.nn be safe­ 
ly supin’ossed it is better that we know 
just what the children feel, Oc(’a‘?lon- 
al expressions of ilj will or of irrever­ 
ence may be taken as the occasion for 
a daring up the moral atmosphere. 
Talking a situation over with the child 
will often bring to tho surface llngt'r- 
ing shreds of spite or bittoruoss.

in the child’s feelings nor understand­ 
ing his mind. 
In all good faith he 
wished the disturbing grandmother be­ 
yond good and ovil. A child needs in 
a case of this kind not reproof or pun­ 
ishment, but enlightenment. He must 
learn tho‘'remoter meanings and im­ 
plications of tlio words he uses, and 
he must learn to speak discri^iilnately. 
Whether the undesirable modes of 
expression that we commonly call im­ 
pudence are tho results of imitating 
bad models, or the results of unre­ 
strained freedom of expression, our 
remedies are not to be sought in en­ 
forced silence. 
It is well for us to 
know first of all what the sources of 
the impudence are, and then deal with 
those. We cannot always regulate in 
advance tho language and manners of 
the associates of our children, but we 
can do a great deal to make the home 
impressions what they ought to be. 
And it is hotter for us to know just 
what the children think and feel and 
improve their thoughts and feelings 
than to foster hatred and hypocrisy 
under the cloak of decorum.

Charftxi With Forfory. 


Robert. C. Larimer, of Philadelphia, was 


arrested OB Wednesday by County Deteo- 
tive Wilaoo in Hurrisburg on a warrant is- 
•ued by Justice Hill on information laid by 
J Herman Bream, of Gettysburg, chargod 
with having forged the firm name of 
Bream and Bream on a firm check for $64. 
The defendant was lodged in the Adams 
county jail. While this is the oily-formal 
information against him, it is claimed that 
about 23Nchecks removed from the back 
part of Mr. Bream's book for an aggregate 
sum of approximately $1400 have been 
similarly forged since October 1916. 


Both Bream and Larimer, who is said to 


have a wife and two children, have been 
working as salesmen for the White auto 
company. Thru this association, Larimer 
got possession of the blank checks, it is 
said. .On some checks there appears the 
mark of the carbon ptper by means of 
which Larimer is said to have traced the 
authentic signature of Bream and Bream 
and then, with a pen,. traced it in ink. 
When Bream dissolved partnership with 
his brother, sometime ago, he had his bank 
book balanced but he did not verify the 
balance for sometime, and it was only 
about a week ago that he discovered that 
there were checks of which he knew noth- 
ing. This led to an investigation. 


Larimer has not as yet been given a 


bearing. He hopes to secure sufficient 
funds to make good the checks, in which 
event it is believed there would be no 
criminal proceedings.

Charged With Forgery* 
Robert, Cu Laruncw of Philadelphia, was 
arrested on Wcdncsnlay by County Detec 
live Wilson in Harrisburg on a warrant is­ 
sued b}" Justice Hill on information laid by 
J Herman Bream, of Gettysburg, charged 
with having forged the firm name of 
Bream and Bream t>n a firm cheek for S64. 
The defendant was loilged in the Adams 
. county jail. While this is theoely formal 
information against him, it isclaime<l that 
about 23 checks removed from tho back 
part of Mr. Bream’s book for an aggregate 
sum of approximately S1400 have been 
similarly forged since October 1916. 
Both Bream and Larimer, who is said to 
have a wife and tsvo children, hilve been 
working as salesmen for tho White auto 
company* Thru this association, Larimer 
got possession of the blank cheeks, it is 
said. ^ On some checks there appears the 
mark of the carbon pi.per by means of 
which Larimer is said to have traced the 
authentic signature of Bream and Bream 
and then, with a pen,. traced it in ink. 
When Ikeam dissolved partnership with 
his brother, sometime ago, he had his bank 
book balanced but he did not verify the 
balance for sometime, and it was only 
about a week ago that he discovered that 
there were checks of which he knew noth­ 
ing. This led to an investigation. 
Larimer has not as 3*et been given a 
hearing.

After Two Months' Chase 


After playing hide and seek across the 


atate line with officers for more than two

And 
it is correct as to the humble beginning, 
and the mighty accomplishment, and 
the abiding of humility in the bosom 
of the man who wrought so mightily.

ROM Boston :i bitter cry that 
the mention of a Scotch birth- 
place for St. Patrick is not to 
lie tolerated. The contro\ersy 


i^ an old one, and this is not a place, 
for taking sides, so we w i l l merely 
present the ri\al views to the inter- 
ested reader. It would appear that, 
like Homer, more than one spot is 
prepared to do battle for Ihe honor 
of being Patrick's birthplace-—Scot- 
hind, Wale* and Brittany being all 
contestants. 


First let our well-read correspond- 


ent speak: 


"I have read every author worth 


reading on the question and with 
only one desire, namely, to find out as Boulognc-sui-iner, in I'icanly and 


\^r Ilealy'.s theories, and then ask 
\cur--elf if there is a shadow of the 
Stolen claim lett. let we are con- 
t'tmally dinned w i t h the dogmatic 
JISSIM ti.in th:it "St. Patrick \\.is horn 
in Sc'Mhind." 


On ihe other hand, to quote from 


Aichhishtip lieal,\ 
< > t Tu.uu: 


"Philip O'Sullhan Boaro, a man 


ol learning and authority, declared 
that Patrick was born in Brotagne. 
lie was the first writer of note who 
put forward that opinion, lor no an- 
cient writer known to us ever ad- 
•vnnced it." The dillleiiltj has been 
to settle where exactly Bommein 
T^bcraiao is, which is the town Pal- 
ri< k mentions in his "Confession"' 
as his borne. 


Lannigan believed in a French but 


not a Breton birthplace. 
Doctor 


llealy states that his view was u 
modification of O'SuIlivan's. 
"He 


says that the Bonnavem Taberniae 
of the confession was the siime town 


tho truth, and have no more d^uht 
on the question that he was born in 
Brittany than I have that he was a 
real live human being. English and 
Scotch desire to appropriate every- 
thing and everybody worth while, is 
the cause of the error in the case. 
For every line that can be s.-iid 
about his French biith one hundred 
are written on the British (island) 
Mdo, but such claimants have no 
critical argument on their side. It 
is all a part of the so-called "Anglo- 
Saxon" propaganda, and I hope that 
when the paper again alludes to the 
question, it will go into the facts 
of the case, which (Ue Scotch claim- 
ants never do. See Keating, O'llan- 
lon, Professor Moore (Protestant), 
Lannigan, Don Philip O'SuIlivan, 
Father Morris, Canon Fleming. Miss 
Cusack, Father O'Farrell and a ho«t 
f others, for the full analysis of 
the case. Then read the best that 
can be said on the Scotch side by 


was the birthplace of our saint. But 
the confession does not state that 
Bonnavem Taberniae was Patrick's 
birthplace, but that it was the place 
where his father had a villa from 
which he himself was carried off a 
captive." 


Doctor llealy himself states: "It 


appears to us to be quite clear from 
the account the saint gives of him- 
self that he was a native of the Ro- 
man province of Britain, and in all 
probability was horn on the banks 
of the Clyde in Scotland." 


To turn now to Professor Bury. 


He writes as follows in his "St. Pat- 
rick:" "In the absence of any- trace 
of a Bannaventa in north British 
regions, we must, I think, give deci- 
sive weight to the general probabili- 
ties of the case and suppose that 
Bannaventa was s»uth of the Wall 
of Hadrian somewhere in western 
Britain, not far from the coast." 


After his book was in press he 


to his preface as follows; 


"I had conjectured that it should 


bo sought near the Se\ern or the 
Bristol channel. 
The existence of 


three places named Banwen (which 
may represent Banuaventa) in Gla- 
morganshire opens a prospect that 
Ihe solution imiy possibly lie there." 


The reader is now in possession of 


the names of the chief authorities 
modern and ancient on the subject, 
and he maj weigh <>'Sulli\an and 
Lannigan against Doctor llealy and 
Cardinal 
Moran, or 
Colgan and 


OThiherty 
against 
Keating and 


O'lhudon. Or he may weigh Profes- 
sor Bury and Sir John Uhys against 
them all. Whatever the merits of 
the question it cannot be a dogmatic 
•assertion on either side. 
But e\en 


if St. Patrick had been born in what 
is now called Scotland or Britain, 
in neither case could it be claimed 
Hint he was what is meant by either 
of the modern terms, "Scotchman" 
or "Anglo-Saxon." The word Scotus 
in those dajs meant Irishman pure 
and simple, and was only given to 
Scotland owing to the Irish colonies 
which undertook civilizing work on 
her west coast (Argyle means liter- 
ally Arergaedhal, the land of the 
JrMi). 
As for the "Anglo-Saxon," 


that peculiar breed had not yet left 
the German forests. 
When they 


came to Britain they drove the Brit- 
ish Celts westward, but eventually 
adopted their name of Briton. 
It 


is safe to describe St. Patrick as 
a Romanized Celt, whether he was 
born in Irish-Scotland, Celtic Brit- 
ain or in Uti'Franked Gaul.

Tale of a Pin 


By DR. SAMUEL G. DIXON. 


The pin is bom with millions of 


brothers and sisters, who leave home 
to travel to all partis of tho world. On 
their journey they come in contact 
with us human beings and it might be 
interesting to take up, what .some- 
times happens when they do so. 


Suppose a pin lotind its way into 


the laundry ol a shirt manufacturer. 
We would be likely to hear of it, first 
In the mouth of one of those folding 
the shirt and preparing it for ship- 
ment. 
This pin, as well as others, 


might perhaps be making its first in- 
timate acquaintance wilh the germ 
that produces sore throat. The' shirt 
gets to the consumer who starts to 
make it ready for use. For the sec- 
ond time the poor pin linds the human 
mouth again, its abiding place. 1'os- 
sibly this time, it gets into an ulcerat- 
ed mouth, thence it gets into the pm 


cushion or some similar receptacle. 


The persons who handle these can- 


not rt-cogm/e disease germs by the 
naked eye, and therefore the pin with 
its cargo of germs is ready for a new 
spruce. 
This time, perhaps, by a 


dressmaker, if she has the bad habit 
already alluded to, she fills her mouth 
with these pins while she cuts with 
her patterns and fits \arious pieces 
together. This time for \ariation, the 
piii may have found lodgment in. a 
healthy mouth. Nevertheless it is not 
a pleasant fault, when you know the 
pin's history thus far, to think of any- 
>ne making s>uch use of them. 


Many a mother who uses pins in 


fastening a child's dreas together, does 
the same thing. By this time, in the 
pin's life history, it is quite well armed 
wilh spores of germs and really is 
accrtuiitable for much harm along its 
path of travel. And now as it is get- 
ting old and about ready to close its 
life, a little child may be stricken •with 


or diphtheria or even scarlet 


fe'ver, because some of these diseases 
are easily communicable from throats 
so recently affected by the disease that 
the danger is not recognized. 
The 


presence of the germs that have'been 
referred to on the pin, is a real dan- 
ger, as the physician or laboratory 
worker knows he can take these germ: 
from pins in everyday use, and plant 
them in foodstuffs that w ill make them 
grow and multiply in great numbers; 
colonies can be sscn by the naked 
eye and they can be injected 
into 


other living beings and produce dis- 
ease. 


The habit of putting pins into the 


mouth would not continue for a mo- 
ment if everyone know this. 


The moral of this little story is, 


never hold pins in the mouth as they 
spread disease, even fatal disease.

Long Distance by the Aid of 


Record Made on Phonograph 


It is related that one of the big 


pumps at the Elk River (Cal.) pump- 
ing station got out of order. 
Just 


what caused the difficulty no one at 
the station could tell. 
It had been 


made years before by a New York 
company. Now the question was how- 
to get it repaired. 
To call a man 


across the continent for the purpose 
would be expensh e, !<nd happily a bet- 
ter de\ice Mas thought of. 


A phonograph was called into requi- 


sition. 
The mrnager spoke into the 


reeeh er, describing the symptoms of 
the ailing pump, and further to indi- 
cate the case, he placed the receiver 
so that the pulsations of the pump 
could be recorded. 


Just as a physician listens to the ac- 


tion of the heart or lungs in the human 
tody by means of a stethoscope, so the 
pump doctor listened by means of a 
phonograph to the throbs and pulsa- 
tions of tho pump thousands of miles 
away, and was enabled by that means 
:o diagnose the disease. 


A number of persons listened to the 


strange combination at the'New York 
office of the company. The voice of the 
California!! from the phonograph was 
hoard first, giving in a clear, precise 
aud distinct way, the sjmptoms of the 
pump. Then was heard the b-r-r-bang! 
b-r-r-r-bang' of the pump, and an occa- 
sional -\\hcezing sound which might be 
made by escaping steam. 


The engineer to whom the phono- 


graph was submitted said that the 
whole record was so perfect that he 
felt tempted sometimes to ask ad- 
ditional questions. 
The experiment 


proved 
absolutely successful. 
The 


proper remedy was suggested, and the 
pump was soon running "as good as 
new." 


Just How Limpets Stick. 


Everyone is familiar \\ith the saying 


"to stick like a limpet," but there are 
not so many who know how it is that 
a limpet is able to stick as it does 
to the rocks upon which it passes its 
existence. 
The creature is able, by 


means of the central portion of its 
body, which can be raised independent- 
ly of the edge or frill which surrounds 
it, to create a vacuum, much in the 
same way that a piece of sof.t wet 
leather can be made to adhere to a 
mooth surface bj pressing out all the 
air. 
Thus the so-called "strength" 


of the limpet is largely due to atmos- 
pheric pressure. 
'It is not entirely 


so, however, for if they are closely ex- 
unined it will be seen that the shells 
accommodate themselves round the 
edges to the surface of the rock upon 


onion, six slices of carrot, two cloves, 
a few peppercorns, two tablespoonfuls 
of butter and enough boiling water to 
cover. Cook slowly until the meat is 
tender. Dram, season well, "roll in flour 
and saute in pork fat until brown. 
Serve 
with 
the 
vegetable, 
finely 


chopped, in a brow n sauce with cooked 
macaroni'. 


Red Cabbage.—Wash and shred fine 


one head of red cabbage. 
Put in a 


deep skillet a spoonful of drippings 
and a shredded onion, when the onion 
is a light brown, add the cabbage, stir 
well and add boiling water to cover. 
Cook one hour, then add three thinly 
sliced apples and a pinch of salt, let 
boil ton minutes; then stir in a level 
tablespoonful of flour, blended with 
three tablespoonfuls of vinegar. 
Boil 


up and serve hot. 


Swedish Fish Soup.—Make a stock 


by cooking the head, tail, fins and any 
bones of a white fish like cod, haddock 
or halibut, in cold water to cover. Add 
a slice each of onion and carrot, a 
piece of bay leaf and a few pepper 
corns. Cook slowly for one hour, then 
strain and thicken with two table- 
spoonfuls of flour and butter cooked 
together, using one quart of stock, sea- 
son to taste with salt, paprika and 
add just before serving, a pint of milk. 
Garnish with a few peas or chopped 
parsley.

The Western Canada Farm Prof- 


its Are Away in Excess. 


Mr. George H. Barr, of Iowa, holds 


seven sections of land -in Saskatche- 
wan. The.se he lias fenced and rent- 
ed, either for pasture or cultivation, 
all paying good interest on the invest- 
ment. 


Mr. Barr says that farm land at 


home iu Iowa is held at $150 per acre. 
These lands are iu a high state of cul- 
tivation, with splendid improvements 
In houses, barns, stables and silos, and 
yet, the revenue returns from them are 
only from two to three per cent per 
annum on investment. 


Last year, 1913, his half share ot 


crop on u quarter section in Saskatche- 
v,an, wheat on now breaking, gave him 
33 per cent on the capital invested— 
$^.j.OO an acre. The crop yield was 
:>3 bushels per acre. 
This year the 


same quarter-section, sown to Red 
Fife on stubble gave 3,280 bushels. His 
.'hare, 1,G43 bushels of 1 Northern at 
$l.r>G per bushel, gave him $2,503.08. 
Seed, half the twine and half the 
threshing bill cost him $453.00. Allow- 
ing a share of the expense of his an- 
nual inspection trip, charged to this 
quarter-section even to §110.00, and he 
has left $2,000.00, that is 50 per cent 
of'the original cost of the land. Any- 
one can figure up that another aver- 
age crop will pay, not 2 or 3 per cent 
on investment, as in Iowa, but the 
total price of the land. Mr. Barr says: 
"rl hat's no joke now." 


Mr. Barr was instrumental in bring- 


ing a number of farmers from Iowa to 
Saskatchewan in 1913. 
He referred to 


one of them, Geo. II. Kcrton, a tenant 
farmer in Iowa. lie bought a quarter- 
section of improved land at $32.00 an 
acre near Hanley. From proceeds of 
crop in 1914, 191', 1916, he has paid 
for the land. Mr. Barr asked him a 
week ago: "Well. George, what shall 
I tell friends down home for you?" 
The reply was: 
"Tell them I shall 


neier go back to bo a tenant for any 
man." Another man, Charles Haight, 
realized $1S,000 in cash for his wheaf 
crops in 1015 and 191G.

In May last Prohibition laws went into effect in 
Georgia. How little that law is regarded may be 
seen from an Atlanta dispatch under date of Janu- 
ary 3, and published in a Philadelphia paper. Some 
extracts follow: "In some cities in Georgia liquor 
may be bought at any time. It is trus that it is not 
difficult to get a bottle of whisky ia Atlanta, for in- 
stance, but owing to the fact that blind tigers are 
taking considerably longer chances than formerly, 
the price has materially advanced. 
Dollar liquor 


sells for about $2.50 a bottle, while some of the bet- 
ter grades run as high as $4 for a short quart. An 
Atlanta man who was ia Macon recently, and v/anted 
a bottle of whisky mentioned the fact to a friend. 
He got it in a few minutes. 
Reports reach here 


from other cities in Georgia where whisky may be 
obtained without material difficulty, all of which is 
apparently indicative of the fsct that there has 
been a loosening of the reins since May i. It is nat- 
ural that these conditions should have produced 
some further agitation, and the rapid increase in 
liquor shipments has had somewhat of the same 
effect. Atlanta increased from some 7000 shipments 
in May to more than 40,000 in October, and the holi- 
day record will probably pass 50,000." When mere- 
ly one city in a Prohibition State shows by FACTS 
that almost six times more liquor is shipped to it 
five, months after it embraces Prohibition (May; 
liquor shipments 7000 packages, October 40,000 
packages) isn't it a FALLACY to hold that Prohi-

The persons who handle the.se can­ 
not recognize disease germs by the 
naked eye, and therefore the pin with 
its cargo of germs is ready for a new 
service. 
This time, perhaps, by a

already alluded to, she fills her mouth 
w ith. fhese pins while she cuts with 
her patterns and fits various pieces 
together. This time for variation, the 
pin may have found lodgment in a 
healthy mouth. Nevertheless it is not 
a pleasant fault, when you know the 
pin’s history thus far, to think of any­ 
one making such use of then]. 
Many a mother who uses pins in 
fastening a child’s dre.^S together, does 
the .same tiling, 
By this time, in the 
pin’s life hlstoiy, it is quite well armed 
with spores of germs and really is 
ac(HiuiUabIe for much harm along its 
path of travel. And now as it is get­ 
ting old and about ready to close its 
life, a little child may bo stricken with 
tonsilitis or diphthcjria or even scarlet 
fever, because some of these diseases 
are easily communicable from throats 
so recently affected by the disease that 
the danger Is not recognized. 
The 
presence of the germs that have'been 
referred to on the pin, is a M il dan­ 
ger, as the physician or laboratory 
worker knows he can take these germs 
from pins In everyday use, and plant 
them In foodstulTs that wllj make them 
grow and multiply in great numbers; 
colonies can be frscn by the naked 
eye and thej’' can be injected 
into 
other living beings and produce dis­ 
ease. 
The habit of putting pins into the 
mouth would not continue for. a mo­ 
ment if everyone knew this. 
The moral of this little stofy Is, 
lever hold pins in the mouth as they 
spread disease, even fatal disease.

“Sick” Pump Doctored at 
. Long Distance by the Aid of 
Record IVlade on Phonograph 


It is related that one of the big 
pumps at the Elk River (Cal.) pump­ 
ing station got out .of order. 
.lust 
w^hat caused the difliculty no one at 
the station could tell. 
It had been 
made- years before by a New' York 
company. Now^ the question was how’ 
to get: it repaired. 
To call a man 
across the continent for the purpose 
would be expensive, and happily a bet­ 
ter device was thought of. 
A phonograph w^as called into requi­ 
sition. 
The manager spoke into the 
receiver, describing the symptoms of 
tho ailing pump, and further to indi­ 
cate the case, he placed tho receiver 
so that the pulsations of the pump 
could be recorded. 
Just as a physician listens to the ac­ 
tion of the heart or lungs in the human 
body by means of a stethoscope, so the 
piimp doctor listened by means of a 
phonograph to the throbs and pulsa­ 
tions of th(' pump thousands of miles 
away, and w\as enabled by that means 
to diagnose the disease. 
A number of persons listened to the 
strange combination at the New' York 
ofllce of the company. The voice of the 
Californian from the phonograph w^as 
heard first, giving in a clear, precise 
aud distinct W’ay, the symptoms of the 
pump. Then w^is heard the b-r-r-bang! 
b-r-r-r-bang! of the pump, and an occa­ 
sional w’heezing sound which might be 
made by escaping steam. 
The engineer to whom the phono­ 
graph w'as submitted said that the 
whole record w\ns so perfect that he 
f(*lt tempted sometimes to ask ad­ 
ditional questions. 
The experiment 
proved 
absolutely 
successful.

pump w\as soon running “as good as

Well blended. 
Bavarian Veal Chops.—Place in a 
saucepan, six loin chops wuth a sliced 
onion, six slices of carrot, tw'o cloves, | 
a few peppercorns, tAvo tablespoonfuls 
of butter and enough boiling w’ater to 
cover. 
Cook slowly until the meat is 
tender. Drain, season well,>011 in flour 
and saute in pork fat until brow^n.

the 
vegetable, 
finely 
chopped, in a brown cauce with cooked 
macaroni' 
Red Cabbage.—Wash and shred fine 
one head of red cabbage. 
Put In a 
deep skillet a spoonfvil of dripplAgs 
and a shredded onion, wiieii the onion 
is a light brown, add the cabbage, stir 
well and add boiling w^ater to cover. 
Cook one hour, then add three thinly 
sliced apples and a pinch of salt, let 
boil ten minutes; then stir in a level 
tablespoonful of flour, blended with 
tliree tablespoonfuls of vinegar. ’Boil 
up and serve hot. 
, Swedish Fish Soup.—Make a stock 
by cooking the head’, tail, fins and any 
bones of a wliite fish like cod, haddock 
or halibut, in cold water to cover. Add 
a slice each of onion and carrot, a 
piece of bay leaf and a few pepper 
corns. Cook slowly for one hour, then 
strain and thicken with tw’o table­ 
spoonfuls of flour and butter cooked 
together, using one quart of stock, sea­ 
son to taste with salt, paprika and 
add just before serving, a pint of milk. 
Garnish with a few peaä or chopped 
parsley. 


m \ George H. Barr, of low'a, holds 
seven sections of land'in Saskatche- 
w’an. 
These he has fenced and rent­ 
ed, either for pasture or cifltivation, 
all paying good interest on the invest­

Ills 
share, 1,G43 bushels of 1 Northern at 
'91.50 per bushel, gave him $2,503.08. 
Seed, half the twine and half the 
threshing bill cost him $453.00. Allow­ 
ing a share of the expense of his an­ 
nual inspection trip, charged to this 
quarter-section even to $110.00, and he 
has left $2,000,00, that is 50 per cent 
of ^the original cost of the land. 
Any­ 
one can figure up that another aver­ 
age crop will pay, not 2 or 3 per cent 
on investment, as in- low'a. but the 
total price of tho land. Mr. Barr says: 
“That’s no joke now*.” 
^Ir. Burr w^as instrumental in bring­ 
ing a numboi' of farmers from Iowa to 
Saskntchew’an in 1013. He referred to 
oni* of them, Geo. II. Kerton, a tenant 
farmer in low'a. 
lie bought a quarter- 
section of improved land at $32.00 an 
acre near Hanley. 
From proceeds of 
crop in 1014, 1015, lOlG, he has paid 
for the land. 
Mr. Barr asked lUm a 
w’eek ago: 
“Well, George, w1iat shall 
I tell friends dow^n home for you?** 
The reply \\as: 
“Tell them I shall 
never go back to bo a tenant for any 
man:” Another man, Charles Haight, 
realized $lS,0i)0 in cash for his wheat 
crops in 1015 and 1910. 
]Mr. Barr when at home devotes 
most of his time to raising and deal­ 
ing in live stock. On his first visit of 
inspection to Saskatchew^an, lie real­ 
ized the opportunity there w'as here 
for grazing c’attle. 
So his quarter- 
sections,* not occupied, w'ere fenced 
and r(»nted as pasture liinds to farm­ 
ers ajdjoining. His creed i s : 
“Let na­ 
ture supply the feed all summer wlille 
cattle are growing, and then in the 
fall, take them to farmsteads to be 
finished for market. There is money 
in it.”-—Advertisement.

The report of the expenditure! of Adams 


county, signed by Commissioners Slagle 
March and Keeler, attested to by Clerk 
G. Allen Yohe and filed recently in the 
Court of Common Pleas shows that the 
cost of running the county for 1916 waa 
$14,504.65 in exceaa of 1015. The total 
amount disbursed during the last year waa 
$105,708.06, while the figures for the year 
previous was $91,293.41. 


The liabilities, itemized a* bonds, tem- 


porary bans made, and an amount that is 
due the county treasurer us salary, are 
$64,901.45, an excess of $41,175 31 of the 
liabilities over the assets, $23,726.06,which 
include outstanding taxes, quit rents, liens, 
the sinking fund and interest therefrom, 
etc. 


The present county commissioners fol- 


lowed a Republican board. When the last 
board of commissioners went out of office 
the net debt of the county was $44,365 
The present board took the legacies of the 
previous board and so managed the coun- 
ty, with an increased outlay of $14,504 for 
progressive measures, that the net debt is 
now $41,175, a decrease of $3190. Setting 
aside party lines, it must be acknowledged 
that the present board of Messrs. Slagle, 
March, and Keeftr deserve commenda- 
tion for their efficient conduct of the coun- 
ty affairs.

Before It Goes Down 


5 Usual Ordinary Dollar Kind 
Now Sells For $2.50 in 
Prohibition Georgia. 
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In May last Prohibition laws went into effect in 
Georgia. How little that law is regarded may bo 
seen from an Atlanta dispatch under date of Janu- 
arj 3, and published in a Philadelphia paper. Some 
extracts follow; ‘‘In some cities in Georgia li(juor 
may be bought at any time. It is true that it is not 
difficult to get a bottle of whisky in Atlanta, for in­ 
stance, but owing to the fact that blind tigers ar® 
taking considerably longer chances than formerly^ 
the price has materially advanced. 
Dollar liquor 
sells for about $2.50 a bottle, while some of the bat­ 
ter grades run as high as $4 for a short quart. An 
Atlanta man who was in Macon recently, and wanted 
a bottle of whisky mentioned the fact to a friend. 
He got it in a few minutes. 
Reports reach hero 
from other cities in Georgia where v/hisky may b6 
obtained without material diiHculty, all of which is 
apparently indicative of the fact that there has 
been a loosening of the reins since May i. 
It is nat­ 
ural that these conditions should have produced 
some further agitation, and the rapid increase in 
liquor shipments has had somewhat of the same 
effect. Atlanta increased from some 7000 shipments 
in May to more than 40,000 in October, and the holi­ 
day record will probably pass 50,000.” When mere­ 
ly one city in a Prohibition State shows by FACTS 
that almost six times more liquor is shipped to it 
fivo months after it embraces Prohibition (May; 
liquor shipments 7000 packages, October 40,000 
packages) isn’t it a FALLACY to hold that Prohi­

County Bills $14,500 Higher; 
But Debt is Reduced $3200. 
The report of the expenditures of Adams 
county, signed by Commissioners Slogle 
March and Keeler, attested to by Clerk 
G. Alien Yohe and filed recently in the 
Court of Common Pleas shows that the 
cost of running the county for 1016 was 
$14,504.05 in excess of 1915. The total 
amount disbursed during the last year was 
$105,798.00, while the figures for the year 
previous was $91,293.41. 
The liabilities, itemized as bonds, tem­ 
porary loans made, and an amount that is 
due the county treasurer as salary, are 
$04.901.45, an excess of $41,175 31 of the 
liabilities over the assets, $23,726.00,which 
include outstanding taxes, quitrents, liens, 
the sinking fund and interest therefrom, 
etc. 
The present county commissioners fol* 
lowed a Republican board. When the last 
board of commissioners went out of oihcc 
the net debt of the county was $44,305 
The present board took the legacies of the 
previous board and so managed the coun­ 
ty, with an increased outlay of $14,5Cl4for 
progressive measures, that the net debt is 
now $41,175, a decrease of $3190. Setting 
aside party lines, it must be acknowledged 
that the present board of Messrs. Slagle, 
March, and Keefir deserve commenda­ 
tion for their efficient conduct of the coun­ 
ty affairs.

Mr. Bonar Law said the fall of Bag- 


dad came as a sequel to a series of 
brilliant operations carried out by the 
British and Indian troops with dash 
and determination for which no praise 
could ,be too high. 
When General 


Maude, commander of the Mesopota- 
mian army, crossed the Tigris above 
Kut-e!-Amara last month, he imperilled 
the safety of the Turkish army. The 
Turks immediately retired on BagJacl 
and were pursued with the utmost en- 
ergy. Large numbers of prisoners and 
quantities of materials of all kinds 
were captured, Mr. Bonar Law skid, 
there being good reason to believe that 
two-thirds of their artillery was cap- 
tared or thrown into the river. 


On March 5, British cavalry came 


np 
with 
the 
Turkish rear guard, 


twenty-seven miles from Bagdad. After 
an action, the Turks retreated in the 
night, abandoning a position they had 
prepared. On March 7, British cavalry 
found the Turks In position on the 
Dlala river, eight miles from the out- 
skirts of Bagdad. The river, he said, 
was unfordable, and constituted a for- 
midable obstacle, 
Genenl 
Mauda. 


therefore, withdrew his cavalry and 
brought the infantry into action.

On the ninth and 
tenth troops on the right bank of the 
Tigris, in spite of du?t storms, press- 
ed their advantage and drove back the 
Turl-s to within three miles cf Bagdad 
At the same time the troops on the 
Diala thrust t'io Turks back on the 
city, which was entered on Sunday 
morning.
